NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
27.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] William Barnes, Jr., chair- 
man of the New York Republican 
State Committee, after a careful can- 
vases both of the city and all the coun- 
ties above Harlem, feels absolute con- 
fidence that President Taft will carry 
the State by an old-time Republican 
majority. In a statement given out 
today Mr. Barnes summarizes his con- 
clusions as follows: 

“Thorough and accurate canvasses 
which have been made throughout the 
State of New York indicate that Pres- 
ident Taft's plurality outside of the 
city will exceed 110,000 and that Mr. 
Wilson cannot carry the city of New 
York by 50,000. Upon these returns, 
in which I have absolute confidence, 
I am now ready to predict that the 
State will give a sure plurality of over 
60,000 for President Taft. 

“This outcome will be due to the 
well-considered and fixed belief that 
Mr. Wileon is a man of uncertain 
mind, with no practical conception of 
public affairs and that if elected with 
a Democratic Senate and a Demo- 
cratic House his radical tendencies 
and the slant of the Democratic par- 
ty, imbued with the ideas of Mr. Bry- 
an, will lend to Industrial depression 
and material distress to all.

BULL MOOSE CASE PRACTICALLY

TACOMA (Wash.) Oct. 27.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The Bull Moose 
party in Washington has been put 
wholly on the defensive by the pub- 
lication of the domestic and prize 
fighting record of Robert Hodge, 
that party's candidate for Governor.

Such convention 
is declared absolutely, egal. 80 
completely on the run are the Bull 
Mooesers that the bent for electoral 
and State tickets has been practically 
abandoned. County and district can- 
didates in the populous counties, are 
trying to save themselves.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—President 
Taft continued his campaign for 
farmers’ co-operative banks and 
agricultural credits today by making 
reply to letters that have reached the 
White House intimating that the 
plan would benefit only the big farm- 
ers. The President quoted from the 
report of Ambassador Herrick's sta- 
tistics, showing the business done by 
the Raiffeisen banks of Germiany. 
“The size of the average deposit 
for those institutions is around $370,” 
said the President. “The average loan 
they make amounts to only $150 and 
the membership of the Raiffeisen 
banks averages 95 per cent. of the 
farmers. It is plainly evident from 
these figures that this is not a big 
farmers’ plan. In my letter to the 
Governors the first recommendation 
which I made is for the adoption 
of some such form of co-operative 
credit. 
“The adoption of co-operative 
credit in this country will be of great 
advantage to the small farmer. 

RESULTS IN GERMANY. 
“The results obtained by the adop- 
tion of this form of co-operative 
credit in Germany speak plainly 
enough of its usefulness. There is 
one bank for every 1600 of population 
in Germany. The rate of interest 
charged is frequently a point or two 
lower than in commercial circles, yet 
the banks make a fair profit, which 
in the case of the Raiffeisen banks is 
all carried over as a reserve fund 60 
that each year these banks are 
strengthening their position and be- 
coming a more important factor in 
the empire. The total of business 
done annually is astounding. It is 
in the neighborhood of $5,000,000,000. 
CO-OPERATION. 

Erne principle upon which these 
banks are conducted is not unknown 
in the United States. Our mutual life 
insurance societies, fraternal aid s0- 
cieties, and building and loan asso- 
citation have met with good success. 
Four-fifths of the savings of the peo- 
ple today are deposited in mutual 
savings banks, which are organized 
for much the same purposes as the 
small ve sogieties of Pu- 
rope. Only in the United States the 
operations of those institutions are 
confined largely to the cities. 
“The co-operative society which I 
recommend would afford a mutual 
savings Institution devised particu- 
larly to give banking facilities to 
farmers for small loans on personal 
eredit and for short me. The 
farmers themselves would control 
the management of those 
“The reception accorded my ad- 
vocacy of the agricultural credit idea 
has impressed me greatly. The tone 
of the letters I have received shows 
that the people are seriously study- 
ing the question.”

PHOENIX (Arn) Oct. 25.—Secre- 
tary Walter L. Fisher of the Interior 
Department spent yesterday in Phoe-

Whether anything at 
all. was accomplished through the 
visit in the way of change of the ex- 
isting local conditions cannot de 
learned, but it is apparent that 
nothing will be done adverse to the 
new policy of measuring out water to 
the farmers. Secretary Fisher ex- 
pressed himself clearly upon this 
point, stating: “In my travels over 
a number of projects I have been im- 
pressed by the amount of land that 
has been ruined by over-irrigating. It 
is mot always the land of the careful 
irrigator that is spoiled, in some cases 
the water rising is due to too much 
irrigation on some other man's land, 
which gives rise to a d@plorable con- 
Gition from which there is no re- 
course.” He suggested that.if there 
should be doubt concerning the ac- 
curacy of the measurement the 
farmers could readily check the Rec- 
lamation Service. 

From the standpoint of complain- 
ants the tangible benefit gained by 
the interview is the assurance that

Spalding of Utah during his recent 
visit to Los Angeles that “The clergy 
enter to the plutocrats” had a flat de- 
nial last nicht from Dean Mactor- 
mack, at St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral.

Liquor Ordinance on Trial 
for Life Tomorrow.

LONG. BEACH, Oct. 27.— Long 
Beach on Tuesday will vote upon a li- 
quor ordinance submitted by the Fod- 
erated Church Brotherhood and 
which in many respects is far more 
drastic than the famous Ordinance 
“52” which for many years was re- 
garded as the star prohibition ordi- 
nance In the State, its constitutionality 
being upheld several times by the 
higher courts. 

In an effort to better ft, the prohl- 
bitionists over-reached themselves, 
and the result was another ordinance 
by initlagye which was to their no- 
tion still worse, and several failures 
of cases Against alleged violators of 
the ordinance led to this final effort 
te restore to the statute books a meas- 
ure which practically makes it an of- 
fense to even look at a beer label. 

The new ordinance provides for the 
entry and search of any place sus- 
pected of having laquor, the confisca- 
tion and destruction of Nquor found, 
2 arrest of transportation agents 

ringing liquor into the city limits or 
delivering it, and imposing additional 
restrictions upon druggsts and physi- 
cians, pfescriptions having to state 
the name of the person purchasing, 
and the name of the party whe will 
use it. Prescriptions can be filled 
once and are void after twenty-four 
hours. 

In presenting the proposed ordi- 
mance the prohibitionists made one er- 
ror and the ordinance reads that pre- 
scriptions must be presented and 
“filled” before the payment is made 
for the same, when the intent was 
to have the prescription Ried.“ This 
Ras given the prohibs some uneasy 
moments but they have been assured 
by some attorneys that the court 
would be guided by the spirit and not 
the letter of the law, and the careless 
intefpolation of a letter will not im 
pair the meaning of the ordinance. 

The advocates of the measure are 
making an active camptign and en- 
listing church ald. The opposition is 
saying nothing but there is a strong 
undercurrent of feeling that the 
measure is aimed directly at the Ho- 
tel Virginia, and as that is one of the 
city’s pride features the silent vote 
may be greater than the prohibition- 
ists expect. 

Pastors in all of the churchés this 
morning made a special point of ad- 
vising their congregations to turn_out 
in force Tuesday and work and vote 
for the ordinance. Tonight all reg 
ular church services were abandoned, 
the congregations joining in. a mass 
meeting at the Auditor- 
am.

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STIRRED UP 


OVER WATER QUESTION. 


LENDALE, Oct. 264-There is 
ssual excitement here over the 
election to be held Tuesday for 
the voting of $225,000 of bonds for 
the establishment of a municipal 
water system. The bonds are the 
chief topic of discussion in the home, 
on the street corner and in the 
crowded mass meetings, which are 
being held almost nightly. 

Facts and figures have been dis- 
tributed to every voter, notwith- 
standing the fact that a number of 
the west side of town endeavored to 
create a feeling against them. This 
week 3000 circulars were distributed 
to the voters and a special water- 
bond edition of a local publication 
was sued in an effort to present in a 
comprehensible manner the facts of 
the case to Glendale residents. 

A report of Burns and McDonne! of 
Los Angeles shows that the average 
price the city is proposing to pay for 
the thirty-five inches of water of 
gravity flow ig $1600 per Inch which 
is $760 per inch or $26,250 cheaper 
for the entire thirty-five inches than 
could be secured eleswhere. 

It is proposed to purchase the ex- 
isting systems in this city. These are 
the Glendale Consolidated Water 
Company, the Miradero Water Com- 
pany. the Verdugo Springs Water 
Company and the Verdugo Pipe and 
Reservoir Company. The total price 
asked for these systems is $151,- 
426.41, while the estimated value of 
the plants is $176,854.48. 

“According to the report of Burns,” 
aid President Watson of the Board 
of Trustees, “the average useful life 
of the different parts of these systems 
is twenty-six years. It is proposed to 
spend $40,000 on new mains, which 
will supply an abundance of water 
under good pressure to all parts of 
the city. It is also proposed to re- 
duce the water rate 20 per cent., 
which will result in the saving of 
$4440 a year to the 1850 water con- 
sumers, who are paying a $1.25 mini- 
mum monthly charge. The people of 
Glendale will save an equal amount 
to one-seventh of the total of their 
present city taxes and we do not add 
one cent to the tax rate to do it.” 

Harry Lynch, manager of the Glen- 
dale Lighting plant stated this week: 
“With a minimum monthly charge of 
$1 for 800 cuble feet and 6 cents for 
each 100 feet in excess of this 
amount, Glendale could conduct its 
own water system at a profit.”

A great deal of feeling has been 
caused in certain quarters what they 
call the unseemly haste of the city 
officials in calling this election about 
ten days in advance of the general 
elections of November B., at which 
time many important questions bear- 
ing on the water situation in Glen- 
dale are to be considered. 

Mattison B. Jones led the debate in 
favor of purchasing the water plant 
now owned by the Glendale Consoli- 
dated Water Company and the Mir- 
dera Company. Jones was supported 
by Mayor Tom Watson. 

The opposition forces were led by 
Col. Tom Thornton, John A. Pirtle 
And K. L. Payne. Col. Thornton took 
the position that it was unwise for 
the city to bond iteelf to the full ex- 
tent of its borrowing capacity, when 
at the general elections on November 
5 Los Angeles will vote upon plans 
for building a branch of the aque- 
duct through Glendale without the 
necessity of the city going in debt. 

More important than this, said 
Col. Thornton, is the possibility that 
Amendment No. 6 may be carried 
by the people of the State under the 
authority of which it is possible that 
all of the territory, Including Glen- 
dale. may be forcibly annexed to 
Los Angeles without the present 
necessary consent of the voters of 
this region. 

At the close of the debate Mr. Pir- 
tle introduced the following resolu- 
tion, which was carried by a vote of 
175 to 35 against:

But. at any 
rate, he had won the heart of this old 
Bedouin, and as the hours passed, the 
Bedouin became fascinated with this 
American genius who had a trick of 
making friends with anhnals and men, 
regardless of position or language. 

THE OLD SHIEK. 

It was not many dan before Akmet 
Haffes was calling Davenport “Broth- 
er,” and in a week he had decided to 
break his habit of thirty years and 
go with Davenport among the Be- 
douin tribes. 

This, of course, made Davenport by 
far the most important pergonage that 
had visited the Bedouin tribes in this 
generation. By some strange “wire- 
leas” method of the desert, news was 
passed from caravan to caravan, oasis 
to oasis, and tribe & tribe, that the 
great Akmet Haffes, prince of the Be- 
douin, was coming into the desert with 
an American’ who wished to buy 
horses. The Aneteh tribe, most 
warlike in the desert, and for that 
reason owners of by far the best 
‘horses, camped, waiting for the ap- 
proach of their friend, Akmet Haffes. 

It was now the latter part of August 
and the thermometer registered 1356 

inside of a tent. Davenport 
and his friends had been warned all 
the way from Constantinople to 
Aleppo and in Aleppo his earest 
friend, Akmet Haffez, had beseeched 
him to abandon his trip into the des- 
ert at that time. But this ambition 
of a lifetime was not to be delayed 
by the heat, of the desert, and Da- 
venport, with his two companions, 
plunged into the burning sands re- 
gardleas of consequences. 

DESERT COURTESIES. 

The meeting between Akmet Haf- 
rez and Hashem Bey; the Supreme 
Sheykh of the Aneseh tribe, was 
touching in the extreme Hashem 
Bey was honored by this visit from 
the Prince of the Desert. as Akmet 
Haffez had been hogored by Da- 
venport’s visit to him. He in turn 
loved Davenport as did Akmet Haren. 
In a speech of welcome the first even- 
ing, Hashem Bey said that he felt for 
the first time that the tribe was com- 
plete, that the brother they had al- 
ways missed had returned, and Da- 
venport, in turn, said he felt for the 
first time that he was among his own. 

That night. while Moore and 
Thompson (Davenport's companions) 
slept, Akmet Haffes, Hashem Bey and 
Davenport went alone into the desert 
and, under a ghastify moon, some 
strange oriental rite of brotherhood 
was emhanged in which the lettting 
of blood and the sweartng f oats to 
death occurrved. When Davenport re- 
turned to the tent, he was a Bedoutn, 
subsect to their laws and their call.

A little more than thirty years ago Tur-

Undoubtedly the Russian ruler not 
only had his Christian sympathies aroused, 
but also had an eye to extending his coun- 
try’s influence toward the Mediterranean. 
By the treaty of San Stefano Turkey was 
to lose most of its European territory. But 
the governments of Germany and Great 
Britain, fearing to allow Russian influence 
to extend westward, called the Berlin con-

. | prowess had accomplished. Turkey was al- 


lowed to remain a European as well as Asiatic 
power of pretension. The result has been 
thirty more years of outrages. It the great 
powers will consent to keep their hands 
off and will allow the allies to raise the 
sinews of war, money, the Turkish crimes 
of those thirty years and of the centuries 
before may soon be avenged in part.

HE “SINGLE TAX” AMENDMENT. 

There will be submitted to the voters 

of this State on election day, among other 
issues, the question as to whether Article 
XIII of the State constitution shall be 
amended by the addition of a new section, 
the effect of which would be to abrogate 
that part of our organic law which requires 
that taxation shall be equal and uniform, 
and to substitute for it, under the specious 
designation of “Home Rule in Taxation,” 
the doctrine of the single tax as expounded 
by. Henry George in his “Progress and Pov- 
erty.” The Times might seem to be finan- 
cially benefited by the adoption of the 
amendment. It would relieve from agsess- 
ment and taxation its new and costly 
building, with all the machinery therein, 
and require it to pay only upon the value 
of the lot on which the building stands; 
but The Times would, in common with all 
other owners of.Los Angeles real estate, 
euffer from the business disasters and 
grievous losses which the adoption of the 
single-tax system would necessarily entail. 
Under the single-tax system every build-

ing in Los Angeles, from skyscraper to 
bungalow, would be free from taxation. 
The bonds and stocks, the money in the 


banks, the money at interest, the autos, 


the stocks of merchandise, the horses and 
carriages, the furniture of shop, office and 
home, in ‘brief, all personal property of 
whatever description would no longer be 
subject to taxation; $252,691,000 worth of 
personal property in California would be 
stricken from the assessment rolls. No 
Statistics are available showing how much 
of the real property valuation of Califor- 
nia, amounting to $1,904,408,162, consists of 
improvements. In cities it may fairly be 
estimated that the value of the improve 
ments exceeds the: value of the ground on 
which they are erected. There are in Los 
Angeles many instances of half-million-dol- 
lar skyscrapers on $100,000 lots, and it is a 
safe estimate that a general exemption 
from taxation of all property except naked 
land would double or treble the taxation on 
the land. The single tax would reduce the 
taxes paid by the owners of the skyscrapers 
and increase the taxes paid by the owners 
of the bungalows. It would exempt bonds 
and stocks and money in bank and mer- 
chandise from taxation and increase the 
taxes on the acres of the farmer. 

Henry George, in “Progress and Pover- 
ty.“ summarizes an entire chapter of his 
argument in favor of the single tax in a 
few sentences. He says: “It is sufficiently 
evident that with regard to production the 
tax upon the value of land is the best tax 
that can be imposed. Tax manufactures 
and the effect is to lessen manufacturing; 
tax improvements and the effect is to les- 
sen improvement; tax commerce and the 
effect is to prevent exchange; tax capital 
and the effect is to drive it away. But the 
whole value of land may be taken in taxa- 
tion and the only effect will be to stimulate 
industry, to open new opportunities to cap- 
ital, and to increase the production of 
wealth.” 

The syllogisms of Mr. George are broken- 
legged. His premises are not expressive of 
facts, and his conclusions are not the off- 
spring of his premises. Did anybody ever 
know of a manufacturer ever failing to es- 
tablish a factory, a cannery, a foundry, a 
furnace, a rope walk or a brewery because 
of the taxes he might have to pay’? Did 
anybody ever know of a merchant neglect- 
ing to open a store because he would have 
to pay taxes on a stock of goods? Did 


anybody ever know of the projector of a | 


business block or of a cottage abandoning 
his purpose to build because of the taxes 
he would be compelled to pay on the edifice 
when completed? Did anybody ever know 
the infliction of greater taxes upon a 
capitalist having any other effect than 
causing him to increase his rate of in- 
terest? 

The single tax would be loaded largely 
upon the backs of the farmers. It may 
be that the agriculturists would add it to 
the price of turnips and butter and other 
articles of farm produce, and it may be that 
they ‘could not do so because those articles 
would then be brought here from neighbor- 
ing States whose voters had declined to 
fetter their industries with socialistic ex- 
perimental! legisiation. 

The owner of a store adds the cost of 
his taxes to the rent of the tenant. The 
tenant adds it to the price of the goods 
he sells, and the ultimate consumer pays 
the bills. He would continue to pay them 
under any system of taxation ever devised. 
Rents, and interest, and profits, and the 
cost of administration of civil government 
must all be paid by the ultimate consumer. 
Governments may experiment and re- 
experiment and seek to shift the burdens 
of society from bac to breast, from bead 
to shoulders, at last it is the thews and 
sinews below the belt that must bear up 
the load. 

Only the integrity and good sense of the 
voters of California have thus far pre- 
served us from the mischiefs which might 
have been wrought by the initiative, the 
referendum and the recall. Surely it is not 
wise to add to our assortment of experi- 
mental legislation and adopt the socialistic 
plan of exempting from taxation all prop- 
erty except land.

Those who 
have been tempted to commit suicide rare- 
ly confess it, especially to a government 
Officer, while those who are merely morbid 
or sensation-oving would be inclined to 
reply in the affigmative, irrespective of the 
truth. To ask the average man whether 
he ever contemplated suicide is about on 
a par with asking him if he is kind to bis 
wife. These are questions that are usually 
answered without much regard to the eter 
nal verities. 


King George at Trinity. 

When King George was in Cambridge at 
the recent military maneuvers he made his 
headquarters at Trinity, perhaps the first

ters, during the civil war, in Merton, Ox-

Off it is a dressing- 
room known as the duke’s room, and 80 
called supposedly after Anne's son, the 
young Duke of Gloucester. In 1847 these 
rooms were used by Queen Victoria and the 
Prince Consort and. later on. on two occa- 
= by King Edward when Prince of 


Queen Mary's Ambition. 

Queen Mary is anxious that the King 
confer dukedoms upon thelr sons at the 
earliest possible date. Prince Albert will 
in all probability become the Duke of 
burgh, and Prince Henry will receive the e 
of Duke of Albany. Queen Alexandra, how- 
ever, does not want the latter title revived. 
She also has strongly objected to having any 
one becoming the Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale, because of her favorite son who 
was thus known and who died when he was 
a young man. Here the two Queens are in 
agreement for a change, as Queen Mary 
was engaged to the Duke of Clarence and 
she also bas some sentiment regarding his 
memory, though she afterward became the 
wife of bis younger brother. 

With all these memories and objections 
raised by the settling of what dukedoms 
the Princes will have, it is quite likely that 
poor peace-loving King George will have to 
mo to work and create new titles for his 


boys. 


Prince of Wales. 

The Prince of Wales, like Queen Victoria 
and Queen Alexandra, is notably deficient 
in humor, though he often smiles at a joke 
from sheet good nature, but he almost nev- 
er laughs, because he never sees the point.

Locke Hits Hard at Critics: 
“Would-be Reformers.” 


Abolition Arguments Inane 
Sophistrics, He Says. 


Dr. Charles Edward Locke, pastor 

of the First Methodist Church, came 
back last night at the critics of his 
stand in favor of the retention of the 
Geath penalty, with a second terrific 
arraignment of what he termed the 
silly sentimentality and inane soph- 
istties of those who would do away 
with capita! punishment. 
' The pastor took as his text. Wo- 
#0 sheddeth man's blood by man shall 
ie blood be shed.” (Gen. 9-6.) The 
Subject he attached to his discourse 
was, “Shall Capital Punishment Be 
Abolished in California?” He said 
in part: 

“Does the use of the death penal 
ty add to the safeguards which states 
maniike and humane citizens would 
throw human life? The 
voters of our State will be called up- 
on to record their convictions on this 
subject at the ballot box on the first 
Tuesday of next November. 

“I have received many letters Sine 
mu remarks upon this subject a few 
Weeks ago in this pulpit. I have been

There is 
mo deterrent which ts so forceful to 
a man contemplating murder as that 
he must surrender his own life. There 
fe not a criminal in prison who is not 
looking for his freedom—and this ex- 
pectation d certainly justifiable in 
these days of wholesale paroles and 
com mutations.

Rut did you 
know that he was out on parole when 
he committed his crime’? 

“Let we not allow ourselves to be 
carried away by any falee idens of 
sentiment. Wicked and depraved 
men must be taken as they are. Some 
reformers attempt to argue that be- 
cause of capital punishment mur- 
have steadily increased in this 
country, but they are historically mis- 
taken. Tt the failure to inflict the 
death penalty, and the pardons «nd 
commetations of the death penalty 
which have demoralized the good ef- 
fect of the law. . 

“There is no capital punishment in 
Tealy, and more persons were found 
guilty of homicide in Ttaly last year 
than in al! Austria. France, Belgium, 
England. Hungary and Germany com- 
bined, according to authorized statis- 


ties. 

“Ti e not a stalwart argument 
against capital punishment that per- 
haps an tanocent man might now and 
then euffer on circumstantial ent- 
dence. Juries are not disposed to 
bring in fret degree verdicts on cir- 
evidence only. The 
shadow of a doubt usually saves the

“Is it not time for these super- 
ficial amateurs in criminology to in- 
terest themselves in the victims of 
murder—the orphaned children, the 
broken-hearted wives, and destitute 
families? 

Gentlemen, back-bone is needed 
in dealing with crimes and criminals. 
You talk with sheriffs and custodians 
of these bloody-handed wretches, and 
you will find that without exception 
the death penalty is the only thing 
that thugs and murderers fear—not 
leas capital punishment, but more, is 
the need of the law and order and 
permancy of our dear land. 

“There is dangerous sophistry in 
the argument that until social con- 
ditions and governments shall make 
murder impossible, no person should 
be punished for murder. The 
sophistry lies in the fact that every 
law has needed a severe penalty for 
its enforcement and the penalty not 
only punishes the offender, but helps 
to increase obedience to the law. 

“What humaneness or deterrency 
of crime can possibly be served by 
commuting the sentence of the foul- 
est murderers? Every atrocious 
murderer who is not punished by the 
extremest penalty is only an insidious 
encouragement to these deadly

“INANE ARGUMENT.” 

“Did you ever hear a more inane 
argument against capital punishment 
than to quote the commandment 
which says “Thou shalt not kill.’ You 
would think that such people would 
read the rest of the law of God if 
they proposed to quote a part of it. 
All of God's laws given to Israel and 
the world had just penalties attached 
to them. The thief and the adulterer 
had condign punishment visited upon 
them. 

“Think of a man who claims to 
be a defender of this Bible talking 
about ‘the crudities of the Mosaic 
code, and discounting the law as 
given from Sinai, as applied to cap- 
ital punishment. God said: “Whose 
sheddeth man's blood by man shall 
hie blood be shed; for in the image 
of God made He man.’ (Genesis 
6:6.) And again, God speaking 
through Moses sald (Leviticus 34:17,) 
‘He that killeth any man shall sure- 
ly be put to death.” In the thirty- 
fifth chapter of Numbers God spoke 
to Moses in thundering’ tones for 
several times and said clearly and 
unequivocally, “The murderer shall 
surely be put to ddath!’ 

“Notice the silly sophistry in the 
statement that if it is wrong for the 
individual to take life it is wrong 
for the State. Such puerile reason- 
ing would compel the State to fore- 
go all punishment; because if it is 
wrong for the individual to mete out 
severe punishment of any kind to the 
offender it is wrong for the State to 
do it. There will be a reign of 
lawlessness everywhere if govern- 
ment and people forget that law will 
be and obeyed and digni- 
fied by sure and certain penalties.”

BIG REFINERY 
TO BE BUILT. 


Standard Will Erect Plant in 
Kern River. 


Strong Competition in Field 
Will Be Met. 


Newly-Formed Company to 
Seek Light Oil. 


“rhe contract has been awafded for 
the hauling ot the material to the 
ground for the Standard on Com- 
pany’s new refinery in the Kern 
River field. The new plant, which is 
to be located near Walte’s, is to have 
a capacity of 10,000 barrels a Gay. It 
is stated that the reason for the con- 
struction of this refinery is that sev- 
eral other companies have been com- 
ing into competition with and under- 
selling the Standard in the local bust 
ness in the field. 

There are two refining companies 
which are active competitors of the 
Standard for local trade in the dis- 
trict—the Phoenix and the National, 
and the Standard receives less for its 
gasoline. and distillates than in any 
other part of the State. The Phoenix 
refinery sells gasoline from the drum 
at 18 cents, which is almost & cents 
cheaper than the Standard’s price. 

The construction work on the re- 
fining plant is about to start. Ten 
stills are to be built, each having a 
capacity of 1000 barrels a day. As a 
result of the building of. the refinery 
it is believed that the Standard wil! 
be able to set the price for the dis- 
trict.
